SUPERSEDING INDICTMENT
The Grand Jury charges that:
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General Allegations

At all times relevant to this Indictment:

1. Defendant RICKEY THOMPSON was a Bghamian national and sea captain who owned
and operated a vessel which he stored behind his residence in Fresport, Bahamas.

2. Defendant LEON BRICE JOHNSON was 2 United States citizen who resided in
Freeport, Bahamas, and worked as the co-captain on defendant RICKEY THOMPSON’s vesscl.

3. Co-conspirator A arranged transportation aboard defendant RICKEY THOMPSON’s
boat for Jamaican nationals seeking to enter the United States. None of the Jamaican nationals had
legal documents allowing them to enter or reside in the United States.

4. Co-conspirator B arranged transportation aboard defendant RICKEY THOMPSON’s
boat for Haitian nationals seeking to enter the United States. None of the Haitian nationals had legal

documents allowing them to enter or reside in the United States.

COUNT 1
(Conspiracy to Smuggle Aliens: 8 U.S.C. § 1324)

5. Paragraphs 1 through 4 of the General Allegations section are realleged and incorporated
by reference herein.

6. From on or about July 1, 2006, and continuing through December 30, 2006, in Palm
Beach and Martin Counties, in the Southern District of Florida, and elsewhere, the defendants,

OBJECT OF THE CONSPIRACY

7. Tt was an object of the conspiracy for the defendants and their co-conspirators to

unlawfully enrich themselves by smuggling aliens illegally into the United States.
MANNER AND MEANS OF THE CONSPIRACY

‘The manner and means by which the defendants and their co-conspirators sought to
accomplish the purpose and object of the conspiracy included, but were not limited to, the following:

8. Defendant RICKEY THOMPSON offered aliens seeking to surreptitiously enter the
United States transportation aboard his vesscl from Freeport, Bahamas, to the Jupiter Island area of
Florida, in return for smuggling fees ranging from $1,500 to $4,000.

9. In some instances, the aliens contacted defendant RICKEY THOMPSON directly to
arrange their trips to the United States. In other instances, the aliens made arrangements through co-
conspirators A and B for transportation to the United States aboard defendant RICKEY
THOMPSON’s vessel.

10. Defendant RICKEY THOMPSON directed the aliens, many of whom had traveled to
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Freeport, Bahamas, from other countries, including Jamaica and Haiti, to stay in local hotels,
apartments or aboard a fishing boat docked behind his house until defendant RICKEY
THOMPSON was ready to de;laart for the United States. The aliens waited for-days or weeks until
defendant RICKEY THOMPSON was ready to leave.

.11. Defendant RICKEY THOMPSON would assurc the aliens that he would bring them
to a sandy beach on Jupiter Island or else to water no higher than their ankles. Several of the aliens
told the defendant RICKEY THOMPSON that they could not swim and must be dropped off on
dry land.

12, Priorto departing for the United States, defendants RICKEY THOMPSON and LEON
BRICE JOHNSON arranged to have the aliens transported to a secluded spot near the water where
the aliens were directed to hide in the bushes until defendant RICKEY THOMPSON’s boat arrived.

13. Afier the aliens were boarded onto the vessel, defendant LEON BRICE JOHNSON
searched the aliens, collected their cell phones and, in some instances, distributed life vests.

14. Defendant RICKEY THOMPSON would drive the boat without lights so that law
enforcement would not detect the vessel, During each trip, defendants RICKEY THOMPSON and
LEON BRICE JOHNSON snorted a white powder which appeared to be cocaine. Several times
during cach trip, defendant RICKEY THOMPSON would tum-off the engine and order the aliens
to be silent indicating to them that he believed he saw or heard a Coast Guard vessel.

15. Defendants RICKEY THOMPSON and LEON BRICE JOHNSON always kept at
least one handgun on the boat. In some instances, defendant LEON BRICE JOHNSON carried
a handgun tucked inside his waistband; in other instances, both defendants RICKEY THOMPSON
and LEON BRICE JOHNSON carried handguns tucked inside their waistbands.

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16. When the vessel was in deep, rough waters near the shore of Jupiter Island, the defendant
RICKEY THOMPSON ordered the aliens offthe boat. When the aliens resisted jumping because
they could not swim, defendants RICKEY THOMPSON and LEON BRICE JOHNSON would
cither force them off the boat at gun point or push them off.

All in violation of Title 8, United States Codg, Section 1324(a)(1)(A)(v){).
